Iowa, we thought the common prac- 
tice of sowing wheat and oats on corn- 
stalks and harrowing them in was a 
most shiftless method of farming. We 
believed that the method followed in 
the eastern states of plowing the land 
was much better than the western 
method of hogging it in. In _ this, 
however, we were entirely mistaken. 
The western man probably did not 
know it, but he was proceeding on 
correct scientific principles. He was 
simply preserving the compact bottom 
of the seed bed which had been pre- 
pared by the cultivation of the corn 
the year before, and securing the two 
or three inches of fine dirt on the top 
needed for the proper development of 
his grain crop. If our readers who 
have been in the habit of letting their 
stalk ground lie until they were ready 
to plow will try our method on part 
of it this year and note the difference 





tion between the turned furrow slice 
and the bottom of the furrow, which 
can be secured only by disking the 
surface as soon as possible in the 
spring, or at least sometime before 
plowing. 


POST CHECK CURRENCY.

HOW CAN A YOUNG FARMER BUY 
A $100 PER ACRE FARM? 


One of the questions that we were 
asked to discuss at a recent Iowa in- 
stitute was the following: “Buying 
High Priced Land:—How and When 
It Can be Done Successfully; How 
the Young Farmer, Beginning Busi- 
ness for Himself, Can Buy a Farm in 
Iowa and Pay for It.” Inasmuch as 
the topics selected by institute man- 
agers usually cover some subject on 
which the farmers are thinking, it 
may be well for us to state briefly 
the answer we gave to that question. 

First, a good deal depends on what 
is meant by high priced land. Price 
and value are not always synonymous. 
Land at $100 per acre may be cheaper 
and more easily paid for than land at 
$50, $25, and even $10. There are a 
great many things that give value to 
land; its natural fertility, its phys- 
icalcondition,its contiguity to primary 
and terminal markets, its neighbor- 
hood, nearness to churches and 
schools, the character of the neigh- 
bors, the character of the buildings, 
and other matters too numerous to 
mention. 

When land sells for $100 per acre, 
the probability of a young man with 
nothing but the labor of his hands to 
sell in the market acquiring a farm of 
this kind is quite remote. There are, 
hewever, hundreds of young men who 
will do this very thing in the next fif- 
teen or twenty years. Even though 
they may be without money, if they 
are the right sort of stuff they will 
accomplish it; not, however, by selling 
pure strength and awkwardness. 

The price of farm labor now runs 
from $20 to $30 per month, including 
board. At the minimum price the 
farm hand can save from $100 to $150 
if he really wants to do so, and at the 
maximum price from $200 to $250. If 
he sells not merely his hands, but the 
service of an intelligent brain, if he is 
really up to his business and takes 
the same interest in a farm, and es- 
peciaily a live stock farm, that the 
owner does, he can demand about what 
wages he likes, because he is worth 
whatever any man of this character 
really asks, and the man who has an 
eye to business will not let a man of 
this kind go at any reasonable price. 
Every dollar of this added price is 
added profit, for it costs no more to 
clothe and keep a good man than it 
does a poor one. 

It will be a comparatively short time 
when the really up-to-date hired hand 
can be the fortunate possessor of 
$1,000 of his own earnings, and he 
should then consider whether it is not 
better to rent a farm at cash rent for 
a term of years than to work for 
another. When he has secured $2,000 
over and above his team and farm im- 
plements, he can safely buy a farm 
and go in debt. If a man has demon- 
strated himself able to pay rent and 
still lay up money, he can pay inter- 
est, particularly if he can buy a farm 
at a time when farms are dull sale. 
We would not advise any man to buy 
land on the boom, for while first-class 
farms in the corn belt will always 
bring good prices, there will be times 











when they sell for less than they are 
selling for now, and the man who has 
shown himself capable of earning 
money and properly investing it, can 
very well afford to wait and not run 
the risk of the loss of his capital. 

Just here is where a great many 
men who have accumulated money by 
working out and then renting make 
their mistake. They are too anxious 
to buy, and buy when land is on a 
boom, when everybody else wants to 
buy, and then lose their capital in a 
period of depression, which can always 
be counted on, and have to begin 
again at the foundation with the 
handicap of past failure to keep them 
down. In fact, it is not an easy thing 
for a man with nothing but the ser- 
vice of his hands and brain to sell to 
get a $100 per acre farm of his own, 
but thousands of men have done it in 
the past, and thousands will do it in 
the future. The man, however, who, 
like Job’s hireling who waited for the 
shadow, that is, midday on the sun 
dial, the only clock used in those 
times, and waited for sundown, hop- 
ing for the time to quit work, that man 
will not do it. Neither will the man 
who takes no interest in the work of 
his employer, but simply puts in his 
time and demands his money. That 
man will fail in any business proposi- 
tion, but no quicker in farming than 
anything else. 





ALFALFA IN ILLINOIS. 


Until within the last year or two 
attempts to grow alfalfa in Illinois, ex- 
cept in a few localities, have proved 
failures. The experiments conducted 
at Champaign during the last year 
suggest that the reason for the failure 
in many instances has been the lack of 
tubercles on the roots and at least leave 
good ground for hope that if the nitri- 
fying bacteria be added, alfalfa can be 
grown in many sections where hereto- 
fore it has proved a failure when tried. 
For instance, a farmer of Mazon, IIli- 
nois, reported at an institute a week 
or two ago that he had tried alfalfa 
four years ago and had very slight 
success. He kept on, however, trying 
on the same land and last year had a 
magnificient crop. He accounts for 
this, and so do we, on the theory that a 
small amount of the nitrifying bac- 
teria was introduced in the seed and 
that it has taken three years for it to 
inoculate the land. 

We ask our young farmers in that 
state particularly to do a little experi- 
menting on that line this year and we 
suggest that it be done in the following 
way: Take a piece of corn stalk land, 
say an acre, remove or cut up the corn 
stalks with a stalk cutter, then disk the 
land as soon as it will do, thus leveling 
it, form a dust mulch, and start the 
weeds to grow. Disk it at intervals up 
to about the 25th of April in the north- 
ern section and the 15th or 20th in the 
southern section, thus forming a thor- 
oughly prepared seed bed with close 
capillary connection with the subsoil 
at the bottom, loose on top, and with 
the weeds for the most part started and 
killed. Sow the alfalfa seed about the 
time mentioned, using 25 pounds of 
seed to the acre, give it the full use of 
the land, and keep the weeds mowed 
off. Before sowing it, however, send 
to the Experiment Station, at Cham- 
paign, for 100 pounds of soil in which 
alfalfa has been grown. Mix this thor- 
oughly with the seed so as to get an 
even cast and thus introduce the nitri- 
fying germs or bacteria. 

If this land is not in good heart, it 
would be well to put on the surface be- 
fore disking some well rotted stable 
manure and work it in in the cultiva- 
tion. The theory upon which we go is 
that alfalfa requires a great deal of 
nitrogen. If the land is not naturally 
rich, this should be supplied in the 
manure. Unless there are tubercles on 
the roots, no ordinary land will furnish 
the amount of nitrogen required by a 
large crop of alfalfa. If the germ is 
supplied, the alfalfa can obtain all the 
nitrogen it needs from the air and 
thus be largely independent of that in 
the soil. It should, however, have plenty 
in the soil to give vigorous growth. The 
evidence of a lack of nitrogen is the 
yellowing and falling off of the leaves, 
and wherever alfalfa starts to grow and 
in the second year yellows, it can be 
taken as an indication of a lack of ni- 
trogen and on examination it will prob- 
ably be found that the roots are de- 
ficient in tubercles. 

In selecting this acre, we would avoid 
land known to have a heavy clay sub- 
soil, although alfalfa will penetrate 
through clay of considerable density.

water stands within four feet of the 
top. We would select land that has 
natural drainage and has not needed 
tiling, for without knowing it we sus- 
pect that the roots of alfalfa will fill up 
tile drains; hence, if the land is drained 
at all, the alfalfa should be grown near 
the head of the drain so that the dam- 
age, if such occur, can be easily re- 
paired. 

We are particularly anxious for the 
boys, and we don’t mean boys alone but 
the younger farmers, to undertake this 
experiment and report. They have 
more at stake in the state of Illinois, 
and we might add the adjoining states 
as well, than anybody else. They are 
to be the farmers of the future. If the 
land rises or falls in value, it is their 
profit or loss. One Illinois farmer 
writes us: “Our land is worth $100 
per acre now. We can hardly imagine 
what it would be worth if we could 
grow alfalfa.” 

We have come now to a point in that 
state when tests of this kind can be 
made at small expense and little risk 
and the value of alfalfa in that state 
determined readily and accurately. 
Who will do it and report results a 
year hence to Wallaces’ Farmer? 





THE TEACHING OF AGRICULTURE 
IN THE RURAL SCHOOLS. 


A great deal is being said now as ta 
the necessity of teaching agriculture 
in the rural schools. The question is 
why may not the farmer’s child, in se- 
curing the rudiments of an education 
in the rural school also acquire a 
knowledge of the elementary princi- 
ples of that business which most of 
them will follow in after years. The 
counter question will come up that if 
the public is to furnish a business 
education to the farmer’s child, why 
not also to the child of the merchant, 
the carpenter, the bricklayer, the me- 
chanic. Why should it not furnish 
lessons in housekeeping and dress- 
making and all the other arts and 
crafts which those now attending 
school must follow for a livelihood? 

We advocate the teaching of agricul- 
ture not merely in  the_ rural 
schools, but in all schools; not 
because this knowledge will help them 
in their particular trade or profession, 
but because it is one of the very best 
methods of educating a child in all 
lines. We would not teach this by 
way of text books. We would not want 
children to take their agriculture as 
they take their medicine or like some 
people read their Bibles. We would 
not have it forced upon them at all, 
but simply for the purpose of getting 
them to see things as they are and tell 
them as they see them, for education 
after all is only the art of seeing 
things and then telling what you see, 
by reasoning from known facts and 
afterwards putting them into practice. 
He that is now called a prophet was 
of old time called a seer; that is, a 
man who sees things. 

One great advantage that the boy or 
girl raised in the country has over 
the boy or girl raised in the city is 
that from the very nature of their 
surroundings they have an opportu- 
nity of seeing things. They become fa- 
miliar with plant life, with insect life, 
the animals that dig in the ground, 
the insects that live on the leaves, the 
birds that fly over the farm. They 
know the habits of the squirrel, the 
ant and the bee. They have an oppor- 
tunity of seeing how plants grow and 
how animals develop. 

If we had in our country schools 
and in our town schools a class of 
teachers who were taught to observe 
and use their observations in the 
school room, it would be not merely 
the most efficient way of teaching ag- 
riculture in all schools, but of teach- 
ing the children to observe, to see, to 
describe, and thus be really educated 
people. If the teacher will supply her- 
self with a single comb from the hive, 
have it framed with glass sides, and 
an outlet for the bees through the 
window, it would be one of the most 
interesting object lessons in the world. 
She could point out to the children 
the life history of the queen, of the 
worker bee and the drone, the entire 
habits of the colony, and would thus 
develop a habit of observation which 
would be valuable to the children in 
all their after life. 

A glass vessel containing water and 
mud with a growing plant and some 
frog spawn would enable the children 
to watch the development of the tad- 
pole into a frog, show the relation be- 
tween plant and animal life, and be a 
matter of deepest interest to the sharp

THE RANGE OF THE DIFFERENT 
CULTIVATED GRASSES. 


We are having so many questions 
from different parts of the country 
about the adaptation of this or that 
particular grass to their particular }po. 
cality that we will attempt to present 
the subject in a broad, general way and 
thus give our readers a working idea 
on this important subject. The range 
varies both north and south, and east 
and west, and it is quite difficult to 
condense in a brief article all that 
ought to be said on this general sup. 
ject. Very little need be said as to the 
range of the ordinary grasses, the 
clovers, timothy, and blue grass. These 
all have a very wide range both north 
and south and east and west. All the 
clovers, timothy, and blue grass can 
be grown on the cut-over timber lands 
of Minnesota and Wisconsin as far 
north as settlement has gone (how 
much farther no one knows) with 
the excention, perhaps, of the very 
sandy lands of those sections. From 
this they range south to southern IIli- 
nois and Missouri, and have a west- 
ward range into eastern Kansas and 
Nebraska, or until the rainfall drops 
below twenty inches. When the aver- 
age rainfall goes much below this, suc- 
cess becomes doubtful. Years of ex- 
ceptionally heavy rainfall do not count 
because when we are growing grass we 
must calculate for years to come. 

West of this clover line, alfalfa comes 
in on lands susceptible of surface irri- 
gation, on lands that are naturally 
sub-irrigated as in the valley along the 
rivers, and on lands that are capable 
of growing alfalfa with moderate suc- 
cess without irrigation; for example, 
considerable section of the uplands of 
Kansas and Nebraska and_ possibly 
some sections in southern South Da- 
kota. 

West of this clover and timothy line, 
which is not far from the 96th degree 
of longitude west comes in English 
blue grass or meadow fescue and Aus- 
tralian brome grass, and in the Da 
kotas slender wheat grass and similar 
varieties. So much for the eastern and 
western limit. 

South of the line of central Iowa and 
as far as clover grows west of the 
Missouri, it is possible to grow orchard 
grass in permanent pastures. It will 
not pay to grow it except in the perma- 
nent pasture or permanent meadow, 
where when sown with clover it makes 
a most excellent meadow grass, coming 
to its best when medium red clover 1s 
at its best and then after cutting both 
make an excellent aftermath. 

There are other grasses which are 
capable of being used to some extent in 
this southern section, but we have n0t 
cared to recommend them on account 
of the cost of the seed and their lack 
of adaptation to rotation crops. For 
example, the tall meadow oat grass does 
well in southern Iowa and south. The 
seed, however, is expensive, too expen: 
sive to be used as a rotation grass. 
Still further south the rye grasses will 
find a place, but are objectionable for 
the same reason. They may, howeve!, 
be used in a permanent pasture. 

Our readers in northern sections and 
on wet lands in all sections must not 
neglect alsike clover. The advantages 
are that it will grow in moist lands 
where other clovers will not grow o 
are at least uncertain; that it is less 
liable to damage from overflow; that 
it is peculiarly adapted to the norther2 
sections where there is much of this 
kind of land, and furthermore because 
it will stand a degree of cold to which 
either the red or mammoth will suc 
cumb. Still further, it can be grown 02 
lands which have the clover sickness, 
so-called, or for some reason will not

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once MORE TREAT YOUR OATS 
FOR SMUT. 

FX past three years Wallaces’ 
Far! has been waging incessant 
wart ,zainst smut, particularly in 
oats py the hot water treat- 
men formalin which was then for 
the | time becoming known as an 
effici medy. The hot water treat- 
ment effective but there are 650 
man ctions to it that we do not 
care irge it further. It is not a 
treatn which the average farmer 
can be induced to try. He had rather 
lose 19 20 per cent of his oats from 
smut n go tg the pains to make 
the hot water treatment effective. The 
discov of formalin as a means of 
preven renders the presence of 
smut the oats field a sign of bad 
farmi: omething that should not 
pe tolerated. 

One reason why farmers allow their 
oats ti smutty is because they do 
not k1 ind can not be made to be- 
lieve the amount of injury and loss 
they r each year, varying from 5 
to 20 per cent in the late varieties 
and from 10 to 30 per cent in the 
Early Champion. If they will go into 
their fields when the smut first ap- 
ti 
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of formalin to fifty gallons of water. 
There was one per cent of smut in this, 
showing that the oats hai not deen 
kept in sufficiently long. Another 
plot was sown with seed treated with 
a pound of formalin to 100 gallons of 
water, or just one-half the strength 
of the third. From this the result was 
4.3 per cent of smut. Another plot 
was sown with seed submerged for 
twenty minutes in a solution of one 
pound of formalin to 100 gallons of 
water. The result was 5 per cent of 
smut, showing that the solution was 
not strong enough for a twenty min- 
utes’ submersion. The plot untreated 
had 31 per cent of smut, showing the 
need of treatment. 

All this for information. The point 
to be remembered is that the oats 
must be kept twenty minutes in a 
solution of one pound of formalin to 
fifty gallons of water. This is plain, 
simple, easy, and effective. Using two 
barrels, it will take but a little while, 
and at a time of year when farmers 
have not much to do, to treat their 
oats in this way and be dead sure that 
they will save from 5 to 25 per cent 
of their oats crop. It is a little more 
tedious but is a better method than 
that which we have heretofore recom- 





correct. The farmer, however, buys 
his corn in the ear and he very largely 
overstimated the amount of dry mat- 
ter in soft corn on the ear; in other 
words, the proportion of corn to cob. 

Our readers will remember that we 
pointed out the danger of this mis- 
calculation at the time. If instead of 
56 pounds of corn and 14 pounds of 
cob, 20 per cent of the corn was water, 
it can be very readily seen that the pro- 
portion of cob to corn must be greatly 
in excess of the usual amount; hence, 
the farmer who is buying corn on the 
cob will get comparatively little feed- 
ing value unless he buys this soft corn 
very cheap. 

Farmers again overestimated the 
value of their hay, sorghum, and all 
other kinds of roughness. The simple 
fact is that there was not enough heat 
units in all this vast territory during 
the season to put the feeding stuff in 
any kind of fall grain or forage. Sor- 
ghum has less feeding value than usual, 
simply because it did not have enough 
heat units. The corn fodder has less 
feeding value for the same reason. The 
farmer, therefore, found that it took 
far more feed than he had expected, 
found himself long on cattle’and short 
on corn, and made up his mind that 
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has been absorbed into mergers in the 
last four years; that the object of 
this is to eliminate competition; and 
that the advanced rates is the legiti- 
mate result of the merger system by 
which immense blocks of largely 
watered stocks have been thrown upon 
the market with the promise of paying 
profitable returns in the future. 

The protest requires the corpora- 
tions to open ttheir books to the in- 
spection of the commissioners to show 
whether the demand is _ justified, 
whether the increased earnings do not 
largely exceed the increased expenses, 
and charges the traffic managers with 
juggling with the figures of the operat- 
ing expenses. It is understood that 
the Commission will give a hearing the 
latter part of this month on the sub- 
ject of these advanced rates. 

This action of Mr. Campbell is most 
timely. If rebates are effectively 
prohibited by the interstate commerce 
law, the work of merging or combining 
two or three or more systems of rail- 
roads under one management will 
rapidly increase and at the same time 
in making these mergers an increased 
amount of the capitalization will be 
in the shape of bonds, thus increasing 
fixed charges, and the people will be

pears, throw a hoop into the standing 
oats, and count all the stalks that are 
enclosed in that hoop, then count the 
smutty stalks including those wholly 
smutty, partially smutty, and _ the 
short stalks which are so weakened 
by the smut plants growing inside 
that they fail to head out, they will be 
surprised at the extent of their losses. 

Investigations made in Wisconsin in 
sixteen counties in the year 1900 
showed an average of 20 per cent of 
the oats destroyed by smut. One 
farmer was astonished to find when 
called upon to assist one of the profes- 
sors that he had in his field from 20 to 
40 per cent and he was quite sure be- 
fore making the count that his oats 
were absolutely smut free. 

For the benefit of thousands of new 
subscribers we again repeat what we 
have said before as to the methods of 
prevention. In our issue of January 
30th, we covered one method of using 
formalin to which we refer our read- 
ers. In this issue we give another 
which was published last year, which 
has been tried by some of our readers, 
and has been found quite convenient 
and effective. Put one pound of for- 
malin in 50 gallons of water, put two 
bushels of oats in a gunny sack and 
Submerge for twenty minutes, then 
take out the sack, put it over on an- 
other barrel to drain, and thus save 
the solution. When drained, spread 
the oats out in a thin sheet on the 
barn floor to dry and shovel them over 
two or three times a day. This is 
known as the Wisconsin method and 
for the purpose of giving our readers 
further light on the subject we re- 
publish an account of the experiments 
conducted by this method at that Sta- 
tion. They selected six plots of one- 
fortieth of an acre each and proceeded 
to treat the seed for one plot twenty 
minutes in a solution of one pound of 
formalin in fifty gallons of water. 
There was no smut grown on this plot. 
Seed for another plot was treated 
— a solution of one pound of for- 
a to 200 gallons of water. one- 
fourth of the strength of the above, 
- submerged sixiy minutes ‘There 
was 20 per cent of smut found in the 
(ats growing on this plot. showing

mended of spreading the oats on the 
barn floor and sprinkling because in 
this way we can be absolutely certain 
that every grain of oats will receive 
treatment. If a farmer had a basket 
made of wire into which he could put 
his oats, drop them into the barrel, 
shake them up and down until every 
particle was treated, fifteen minutes 
would perhaps be long enough. Farm- 
ers who have tried this tell us they 
are surprised to see how dry the oats 
become if shoveled around two or 
three times a day; that is, they will 
absorb without any apparent enlarge- 
ment all the moisture and can be 
sown with the drill or in any other 
way. 

Once more we say to our readers 
that if they will adopt this method 
they will save enough on any consider- 
able oats crop this year to pay for 
Wallaces’ Farmer during the rest of 
their lives.

THE GLUT OF HALF-FED CATTLE. 

The markets are now filled to over- 
flowing with cattle only half fattened 
and this glut is likely to continue for 
a month or six weeks to come. The 
soft corn crop over the entire country 
north of the latitude of southern Iowa 
is largely responsible for this. Farm- 
ers had this soft corn on hand, they 
knew it would not grade even No. 3 in 
the market, and they believed it could 
be marketed profitably only in the 
form of stock. There was plenty of 
stock cattle on the range this year, 
hence the farmers bought them and 
bought more than the conditions justi- 
fied. They overestimated the feeding 
value of this soft corn. Some of them 
were perhaps mislead by the reports 
from the experiment stations as to the 
feeding value of this corn. The sta- 
tions reported that the dry matter of 
the soft corn had about the same feed- 
ing value as the dry matter of sound 
corn. We believe in this they were 





feeding cattle is a losing proposition. 
He was bound to stand a loss anyhow 
and hence shoved them on to the mar- 
ket as fast as possible; hence, the glut 
and low prices. 

How long this will continue, no one 
knows, for the reason that it is impos- 
sible to accurately estimate the num- 
ber of cattle fed on this soft corn. There 
is one consolation, however, that cattle 
that once go into the slaughter pens 
never come back, and the more cattie 
are slaughtered now the less there wilt 
be to slaughter after awhile. The 
lower prices are now as a result of glut- 
ting the market and shortage of feed, 
tte higher they are likely to be dur- 
ing the late siimmer. 

Although the experience of the past 
year has not been satisfactory to many 
farmers, this is no reason why they 
should lose faith in the business. So 
long as the laborers of the country are 
as fully employed as they are now and 
at as good wages, there will be a brisk 
demand for all kinds of meats and the 
farmers of the west must supply this 
demand. 





AN IMPORTANT MOVE. 


Honorable Frank T. Campbell, form- 
erly railroad commissioner of the state 
of Iowa, has recently filed with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, at 
Washington, a formal protest against 
the recent general increase in freight 
tariff on grain and grain products, 
dressed meat, and other commodities. 
He maintains that the railroads are 
more prosperous than any other class 
of property; that their stocks have 
doubled in value; that less railways 
are in the hands of receivers; that 
freight is being hauled cheaper than 
ten years ago on account of the im- 
provements in methods of transporta- 
tion; the average cost of carrying a 
ton a mile has been reduced from 1.77 
cents in 1883 to less than one-half 
cent in 1900; that the railroads have 
already by a 22 per cent increase in 
the 1900 classification more than 
recompensed themselves for the 
claimed increase of expenses on ac- 
count of material and wages; that the 
increased tonnage of the country 
promises still larger earnings and 
dividends; that more than one-eighth 
of the entire mileage of the country 





at the mercy of not to exceed thirteen 
men in the United States who can levy 
whatever the traffic will bear, and it 
will bear a great deal more under the 
merging than the competitive system. 

With increased freight rates on 
grain and other farm products to the 
seaboards, tthe price to the consumer 
at home and abroad will be propor- 
tionately advanced, the consumption 
will be decreased in practically the 
same proportion, and the result will be 
a decrease in our exports abroad as 
well as consumption at home, thus re- 
ducing ithe volume of our exports; or, 
if the increased expense is borne al- 
together by the farmers, then a reduc- 
tion in the capacity of the farmer to 
buy manufactured goods, and in either 
case a decrease of the prosperity which 
we now enjoy. 


SELF-FEEDERS FOR CATTLE. 


A correspondent asks what we think 
of the use of self-feeders for feeding 
cattle. 

They are permissible under certain 
circumstances. For example, if the 
farmer is feeding cattle on grass a 
couple of miles away from his home, 
he can use a self-feeder to advantage 
after he has his cattle on full feed. 
If he is sufficiently unfortunate as to 
be required to feed cattle without giv- 
ing them his personal attention and 
has inefficient help, the self-feeder may 
be more satisfactory than the hired 
man, but no man can expect to get the 
best results possible from self-feeding 
where he is a skilled feeder himself 
end can give the cattle his personal at- 
tention. Feeding cattle requires too 
much skill to trust it to the automat- 
ic feeder, whether it be a corn bin or 
a hired man without judgment.

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Anti-Trust Legislation. 


In our issue of January 30th, we ex- 
pressed the fear that notwithstanding 
the vigorous prodding of the Presi- 
dent, there would be no effective anti- 


trust legislation this year. We hope 
that in this we are mistaken. The 
President has continued prodding 


and the Standard Gil Company recent- 
ly put a club in his hands which will 
enable him to force through Congress 
two items of legislation which he so 
greatly desires and which seem to us 
to strike at the very root of the mat- 
ter. 

it will be remembered by those who 
read the dispatches of February 8th 
that the Standard Oil Company, both 
by telegrams to United States Sena- 
tors and active lobbyists in Washing- 
ton, endeavored to prevent the pass- 
age of the Nelson amendment to the 
law establishing the Department of 
Commerce; andthatthe President him- 
self gave the news to the Associated 
Press until now it would be as much 
as any man’s official life is worth to 
vote against this amendment. 

This amendment, which will proba- 
bly be enacted before this reaches our 
reajers, authorizes the Secretary of 
Commerce to require reports from cor- 
porations other than common carriers 
or railroads doing an interstate busi- 
ness as to their financial condition, 
and further authorizes him to send 
for persons and papers and compel 
testimony under oath and thus estab- 
lish the facts as to the financial condi- 
tion of these companies. <As_ the 
Standard Oil Company makes no re- 
port except the amount of dividends 
paid on enormously inflated stock, 45 


per cent last year, 48 per cent the 
year before, it will be readily seen 
that it is opposed to the publicity 


which the public so much needs, espe- 
cially the investors in the inflated 
stocks of these industrial companies 
all of which are from one-third to 
two-thirds water.

panic in the stock market, it is just 
such a panic as the welfare of the 
public demands. The sooner this 
bubble is bursted the better off will 


be people of small incomes whose in- 
vestments are in the stocks of these 
enormously over-capitalized corpora- 
tions. It will in time wring the water 
out of their stock and the sooner it 
does so the better for the country. 
The other measure which the Presi- 
dent demands, and which will no 
doubt become a law, is what is known 
as the Elkins anti-rebate bill. Every 
one who is at all conversant with the 


facts knows that few of the trusts 
could exist a single year if it were 
not for the rebates given by rail- 
roads; in other words, the preferences 
given them on the public highway 
which practically gives them a mo- 


nopoly of the highway for the line of 
goods in which they deal.

It is especially gratifying to know 
that we have a man in the presidential

No one who has any proper under- 
standing of the trust question believes 
that trusts considered as large organi- 
zations of capital will cease to exist 
until the organization becomes too 
large for the economical transaction 
of business. This is the day of vast 
organizations of capital and no one 
should object to this more complete 
and perfect organization of capital pro- 
vided it is not given any unfair and 
undue advantage. If the large or- 
sanization, call it trust or what you 
like, can produce goods cheaper than 
the small, then the large one will re- 
main and ought to remain for the pub- 
lic good, but if the large organization 
of capital is given preferences in rail- 
road freizhts, that is, in the use of the 


public highway; or if it is allowed to 
lie about, the amount of its stock, for 
stock watering is simply lying in a 








man and man. 

It is not possible for us to suggest 
methods that will fit every condition. 
We suggest, however, in this case, and 
there are a great many cases like it, 
that they first make a contract for 
rent on the usual share of the crops 
given in that locality whatever that 
may be. In this case the relations 
are simply those of landlord and ten- 
ant. 

They should then make a separate 
contract of partnership for the pur- 
pose of handling live stock. In this 
case we think it would be fair for 
each brother to furnish half the live 
stock and half the feed and throw in 
the use of the 80 acres of woods pasture 
to the farming brother to cover the 
expenses of fetching and carrying or 
the thousand and one little things that 
he alone can do and will have to do. 

We think it woutd be fair, inasmuch 
as dairying is to be a feature of the 
farm, that the tenant should be al- 
lowed more than half of the milk and 
butter, at least enough out of the 
common fund for the family use. 

The landlord should furnish all the 
improvements and betterments and 
the tenant should keep up the repairs, 
the landlord furnishing whatever ma- 
terial may be necessary. We do not 
believe they would be far wrong in a 
deal of this kind. After trying it one

the growing of brome grass has passed 
the experimental stage in Minnesota 
and North and South Dakota. It does 
fairly weil in Iowa and lllinois but 
ve Jo not believe it will ever take the 
place of either blue grass or timothy 
in these tions. It never can take 


the place of the clovers in any sec- 
tien where clover can be grown, for 














the reason that it does not, like the 
clovers and other legumes, obtain its 
nitrogen from the air, and hence can- 
not be regarded as a soil enricher ex- 
cept in the line of humus, in which it 
excels perhaps almost any other grass 
because of the large development of 
its root system. 

The experiments that have been con- 
ducted extensively in Nebraska indi- 
cate that brome grass does far better 
the second year than the farmer when 
growing it the first year would ex- 
pect. We notice that many farmers 
who reported failure to the Nebraska 
Station the first year reported a great 
success the second. Brome grass is 
never as dead in dry weather as it 
seems to be. 


Moving Corn from North to South. 

Elsewhere in this issue is a commu- 
nication from a Missouri correspond- 
ent which illustrates in a reverse way 
the correctness of the method which 
in acclimating 
bear in mind al- 
ways, that corn, all kinds of grain, 
ail kinds of live stock, and human be- 
ings to a less, but not less real, extent, 
adapt themselves to the environment. 
Corn taken from south to north grows 
smaller because the uorthern latitude 
does not give sufficient heat units to 
produce a large crop, hence it cuts its 
cloth according to its pattern. It may 
be taken so tar north that it is sur- 
prised and keeps on growing until it 
is caught by the frost. 

If not moved over 60 or 75 miles on 
the same elevation, there will always 
some ears mature early, and _ these 
should be selected for the next year’s 
planting. You can thus get the breed- 
ing in corn, and adapt it to the en- 
vironment and thus make a decided 
advance. Our readers can not think 
over this thing too carefully. Bear in 
mind that nature’s laws are impera- 
tive. We must obey them or take the 
consequences. We must not expect 
i120-day corn to mature in 90 days. 
Neither must we expect to grow as 
large a corn as will mature in 120 
days in a latitude where we have but 
50 days of corn weather. The more we 
think it over, the more we are inclined 
to believe that many of the so-called 
new varieties of corn are simply older 
varieties adapted to the environment.

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About Buying Seed Corn. 


There are thousands of farmers who 
have no seed corn this year, and hence 
must buy. We suggest to these men 
that they should be careful. In the 
soft corn country, the crop has been 
of comparatively little value last year. 
Do not risk the crop this year by 
any hasty action. If they must buy 
seed corn, then we suggest that the 
bulk of the crop be planted with corn 
that has matured as near home as pos- 
sible. In nearly every neighborhood 
there is some man who has sound corn 
this year. Get the best of it, no matter 
what price you have to pay. It will 
not likely be too much, and with this 
plant the main crop. Then buy a 
small quantity, say half a bushel or 
a bushel of the best bred corn you can 
find, get it as near your latitude as 
you can find it, and from this grow 
your crop of seed for next year. It 
may all mature brought 60, 75 or 100 
miles. If brought even a farther dis- 
tance than this, some of it will ma- 
ture, and if on trial it suits you, then 
from this get your seed for next 
year. It is not a safe thing to buy 
seed corn from a southern latitude by 
wholesale. It is, however, a wise 
thing to buy a small amount from a 
considerable distance south for the 
purpose of acclimating it, and in 
bringing this corn from south to north 
you must not expect it to do as well 
the first year as it will the second or 
third year afterwards. 

What we are aiming to do is to get 
our readers to plant the best bred and 
most carefully selected corn they can 
get and in the course of five or ten 
years of continuous work to get the 
farmers all over the west to growing 
the largest corn that will mature in 
their locality, and have this corn the 
best in breeding, uniform in the shape 
of ears, in the length, in the color, in 
the depth of the grain, in the spacing 
between the rows on the outside and 
in the close filling up next the cob, and 
also in the percentage of shelled corn. 
Do not do any mixing of breeds or 
crossing. Let the corn breeders do 
that; they can do it better than you 
can, and cheaper. Buy some well de- 
fined variety and adapt it to your lo- 
cality. 





To Supplement a Corn Ration. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“What is the best grain to feed to 
supplement a corn ration for hogs, 
wheat, barley, or oats?” 

That, of course, depends on the price 
of these grains. At the same price per 
ton, we would prefer the oats. Wheat 
would perhaps come next as stock like 
it better than barley. The amount to 
be given depends on the age of the hor: 
the younger the hog the more of thes2 
grains should be given; the nearer they 
are to being ready for market, the less. 

At present prices, it would pay to 
feed a little oil meal with any one of 
them; for pigs, say one-sixth as much 
oil meal as corn or one-fourth as much 
gluten feed, then add some oats, wheat, 
or barley. When nearly finished, drop 
out the oil meal and give one or all of 
these grains as a variety. 





Stinking Smut in Wheat. 


As our readers are well aware, there 
are quite a number of varieties of 
smut, some more and some less inju- 
rious, but all of them cutting short the 
farmer’s crop. There 15 a 1Ouse sinut 
in wheat, a leose smui in barley, and 
a loose smut in oats. These ioose 
smuts destroy the kernel and more or 
less of the chaff. They ripen before 
harvest and are usually blown away by 
winds. There are two kinds of stink- 
ing smut, undistinguishable except by 
the microscope, which require differ- 
ent treatment from that we have in- 
sisted on in oats. 

The kernels affected by stinking 
smut are slightly larger and more ir- 
regular than healthy grains and by

When there is very 
much of this in any wheat crop it un- 
fits it for milling. Once introduced 
into a neighborhood it spreads rapidly, 
being carried from farm to farm by 
thrashing machines. In Minnesota, 
where the wheat crop is the most im- 
portant crop of the farmer, the Experi- 
ment Station has been carrying on a 
series of which we give our readers a 
brief synopsis. 

In a series of experiments, the Sta- 
tion found that wheat untreated yield- 
ed 26.9 bushels of grain per acre of 
which 20.6 per cent was smutty, while 
seed from the same lot treated with 
half a pound of bluestone, with which 
most farmers are familiar, in 24 
pounds of water, sprinkled on 10 
bushels of wheat. yielded 31.7 bushels 
of which 6.5 per cent was smutty. 
Doubling the amount of bluestone re- 
duced it to 2.4 per cent, while by put- 
ting two pounds of bluestone in 24 
pounds of water and sprinkling on the 
same amount of wHeat, it was reduced 
to 1.2 per cent, while by giv'ng it the 
same treatment and working in land 
plaster it was reduced to one per cent. 
The smut, however, was still there. 

We have succeeded in getting such 
a large per cent of our readers to use 
the formalin treatment for smut that 
the practice will soon be common in 
all sections of the country where there 
is any amount of Wal!la-es’ Farmer 
readers. We hope that our readers in 
the wheat growing regions will take 
up the treatment for stinking smut 
in the same way. We have had no

experience in this ourselves as we do 
not usually grow spring wheat. All 
we can do is to give the reports of the 
stations. 

Bear in mind that you must take 
two pounds of bluestone to 24 pounds 
of water and then sprinkle the wheat 
with this solution. In this way you 
can reduce the smut to the minimum. 
3efore treating, however, the wheat 
should be run through a fanning mill 
with a strong blast which will blow 
out the most of the smutted grains, as 
they are lighter than the sound grains, 
then spread it on the barn floor and 
sprinkle with the _ solution above 
recommended by the Minnesota Sta- 
tion. 

A more effective way, but one which 
farmers will not adopt, is the hot 
water treatment. It requires so much 
time and trouble and must be done 
to go 
into it in detail.

A correspondent of Pipestone coun- 
y, Minnesota, writes to know if it will 
do to sow Dwarf Essex rape _ with 
Zarly Champion oats to be used for 
hog pasture after the oats are har- 
vested, and if so to tell him how to 
do it. 

As before stated many times, we 
would drill in the oats as early in the 
spring as possible and after théy were 
two or three inches high, would sow 
the rape, and cover with a harrow or 
weeder. This would give the oats a 
chance to keep ahead of the rape; in 
other words, the oats will hold the 
rape back until they are through with 
the land. The same method may be 
adopted with winter rye, only in that 
case we would sow the rape a little 


earlier, as the rye is a more rapid 
grower, will keep out of the way of 
the rape, and is not nearly so likely 


to lodge. 

A correspondent of Brown county. 
Kansas, asks practically the same 
question, and will accept the above 
for an answer. As he is sowing on 
rye, we would simply sow the rape 
and. harrow, say, in April in that lati- 
tude if the rye is drilled, and even if 
it is broadcasted, if we found on trial 
that it did not tear up too much of it.

Responsibility of Seller. 


A Plymouth, Iowa, subscriber 
writes: 

“If B buys a cow of A at public 
sale, and the breeding list states that 
she is six months along in calf, but 
she proves not to be and breeds with- 
in a week after he takes her home 
and regularly afterwards, what re 
course does he have on A? Can he 
make him take the cow back or pay 
damages? According to the terms of 
the sale all known defects were to be 
made known on day of sale, but no 
guarantee of future usefulness would 
be given. When B bought the cow she 
was said by A to be with calf.” 

Under those circumstances B would 
certainly have a legal claim upon A, 
and the latter should either refund 
the money for the cow or make some 


other settlement satisfactory to B.

Rations for Young Steers 
ro WALLACES’ FARMER. 


A Springville, Iowa, reader writes: 


“— have twelve steers (yearlings, 
coming two), weighing 700 or 800 
pounds. My intention was to keep 
hem in good growing condition until 
grt came, then fatten on grass and 
soa 1 corn for midsummer market. 
1 have been feeding about eight 
nol corn (very chaffy), four 
pound ground oats (good quality), 
son shredded fodder, and let them 
run to stack of oat straw and timo- 
thy raw. The latter is as good or 
hette than most hay this year I 
had supposed that on account of the 
lightness of the corn, it, with the oats, 
would furnish enough protein. The 
ste though in good flesh, do not 
grow as | would like. I can get s8Uc 
for oats, and would have to pay $30 
per ton for oil meal or Buffalo gluten 
fee Would it pay to sell some of 
the oats and buy one or the other? 
Would it pay to buy bran at market 
prices? Will it be practicable to fit 
them for midsummer market, or 
would it be better to carry them over 


and feed out next winter and spring?

oa corn I fear it will not stand hot 
weather.” 

Your subscriber has been feeding a 
very good ration to his young animals, 
but seems to be somewhat deficient 
in | Furthermore, at the prices 
met oned, it is rather more expen- 
sive than it is necessary to feed. Uats, 
while an excellent feed for most all 
classes of animals, are rather expen- 
sive 30 cents per bushel. Protein 
can easily supplied through some 
other source at qa very much lower 
cost. Either oil meal or Buffalo glu- 
ten feed at $30 per ton are very much 
cheaper than oats at 30 cents per bush- 
el. In fact, they are cheaper than oats 
at 22 cents per bushel for protein. If 
bran can be purchased at $13.00 or 
$14.00 per ton, it could be fed to good 
advantage. A ration of 8 pounds of 
corn and 4 pounds of gluten feed will 
give real good results. A ration of 8 
pounds of corn and 38 pounds of bran 
and 114 or 2 pounds of oil meal will! 
also give excellent results. 

The chaffiness of the corn does not 
seem to change its chemical composi 


tion to any appreciable extent. In our 
chem:cal analyses here we have found 


chaffy corn to be very similar in chem 
ical composition to that of mature 
corn.

The cheapest way to make beet 
in this state is certainly by the use of 
blue grass pasture and corn. If your 
subscriber thought of carrying them 
over for next winter’s feeding. I 
would recommend that he cut the 
grain ration down some. At the pres- 
ent time he is feeding a rather heavy 
ration for such a long feeding period.

Fremont County, lowa, Institute. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

The first farmer’s institute in Fre- 
mont county was held at Sidney three 
years ago, and didn’t amount to much. 
The next year a new organization was 


effected, and a successful institute 
held at Farragut, which is the first 
station below Shenandoah. A second 


institute was held at Farragut the last 
week of January this year, which was 
interesting and well attended. 

A corn show was one of the features 


of the institute, $25 having been 
raised by subscription to pay pre- 
miums. Three premiums of $3, $2 and 
$1 were offered for yellow corn, the 
same for white, and the same _ for 
other than white and yellow. A sweep- 
stakes of $5 was added, and also $2 
for the heaviest ear, which weighed 


2314 ounces. The other exhibits were 
of ten ears each. There were twenty 
exhibits, the highest scoring 77.40, and 
the lowest 60.75. And we thought we 
could raise good corn! The best corn 
on the tables was that not entered for 
a premium, as the owner had another 
variety which he thought better. 

A preliminary announcement three 
fourths of a column in length, was 
printed in six newspapers two weeks 
before the institute. The program was 
printed the following week in all Fre. 


mont county and Shenandoah papers. 
The premium list, rules for exhibits 
and judging, and the score card in 
detail were printed with the program 
for distribution, and aiso in the lead- 
ing papers. Entry tags were fur- 


nished exhibitors. Large posters were 
printed and posted. Many of the pro 
grams were sent out to country 
schools. By these methods the insti- 
ute was thoroughly advertised. 

The lecturers were Henry Wallace 
and Prof. Holden. They did good work 
and gave excellent satisfaction. W. 
P. Morrison, of College Springs, also 
came and rendered valuable and wel 
come help. Mr. Morrison is the lead 
ing worker in the Page county insti 
tute, having taken a prom nent pra 
in every meeting since it was organ 
ized, five years ago. Mr. Morrison al- 
ways radiates enthusiasm, good hu 
mor and common sense. Not the least 
of his good works has been the get 
ting of about 250 subscribers for Wal 


laces’ Farmer. Prof. Holden talked 
about corn improvement and cultiva 
ton and maintenance of fertility, 
and scored the corn exhibits. Mr 
Wallace talked on “Agricultural Edu- 
cation,” “Buying High Priced Land,” 
“Treating Oats for Smut,” “Winter 


Wheat,” “‘How Women May Live Hap- 
pily in the Country,” and assisted in 
discussing a number of other subjects. 

A number of good papers and talks 


were given by leading local farmers 
and others interested in good farming. 

Mrs. Lena Coy had charge of the 
woman’s’ session, which was. very 
much of a success. The hall was 
filled to its utmost capacity and the 
papers read were of a very high or 
der.

Sorghum for Dairy Cows. 


A Minnesota correspondent asks: 

“Is sorghum fodder a good feed for 
dairy cows? If so, when would you 
plant it? Would you check it or drill 
it, and when would you harvest it?” 

Sorghum, or, as it is sometimes 
called, sugar cane, fodder is not in it- 
self the best feed for dairy cows, but 
in connection with clover hay for 


roughness, or bran, oats, oil cake or 
gluten feed, makes a very excellent 


feed and will furnish more per acre 
than any other kind of forage crop. 
We would unhesitatingly recommend 
it, but not as a complete ration in it- 
self. 

It should not be planted until about 
the time corn comes up, as it is a hot 
weather plant and requires a high 
temperature for germination. Planted 
before that would be to miss a stand. 
It may be either sown broadcast or 
drilled. The location and convenience 
of the farmer must determine which. 
If sown broadcast it requires about 80 
pounds of germinable seed per acre, 
and must then be mowed and left in 
the swath. Some farmers put an apron 
on behind the mower and have a man 
follow after it and rake it off. It 
should then be allowed to lie in the 
swath a day or so, if convenient, and 
then put in large cocks of from 500 to 
700 pounds, and allowed to stay there 
until ready to feed. It should not be 
cut until the seeds turn brown, and 
even then should not be cut until cold 
weather. This is one way, and the 
way usually followed about Des Moines 
where it is grown by dairymen in very 
large quantities, and has been for 
years. 

Another way is to drill it in rows 
about three feet apart, using less than 
half the amount of seed, and cut it 
with a binder or a corn harvester if it 
grows too tall for a binder. This ad- 
mits of one or two cultivations after 


it is up. 
Another way is to plant it with a 
grain drill, stopping up three holes 


and leaving three holes open. This 
also permits of cultivation and is an 
advantage in a dry season. Cut with 
a binder and shock it. In all cases 
allow it to cure in the shock or cock, 
and do not try to make hay of it. 
You cannot very easily do it if you 
would, and you ought not to do it if 
you could. 

Now, as to varieties: For the cli- 
mate of Minnesota, probably the Min- 
nesota Amber is as good as any, but 
for the latitudes further south, a va- 
riety should be selected that will stand 
up during storms. The greatest ob- 
jection to the Early Amber is its hab- 
it of falling down, even with a very 
moderate storm, and while it will al- 
ways come up again, even though as 
flat as if a roller had been passed over 
it, it leaves a crooked stalk at the bot- 
tom and hence cannot be cut readily. 
The earlier varieties, such as the Col- 
lier, had better be drilled and cut with 
a corn harvester. 

It will thus be seen that sorghum re- 
quires different treatment under dif- 
ferent conditions, but for the region 
of our correspondent, and growing it 
for cow feed, we believe we would risk 
sowing it broadcast and mowing it. It 
will furnish him a great deal of very 
excellent feed and at very small ex- 
pense. 





Hired Man and Dairying. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

In reading the article by John 
Willis in Wallaces’ Farmer of Decem- 
ber 26th I came to the conclusion that 
Mr. Willis put too much blame on 
the hired man, while some of it should 
go to the farmer himself. While it is 
true that there are hired men of the 
class described in said article, it is 
also true that there are farmers of 
the same class. There are a great 
many hired men who would rather 
milk cows in a warm stable than haul 
cornstalks in all kinds of weather for 
the steers. But when a farmer expects 
a hired man to feed steers or cut wood 
in the timber in winter till his brother 
on the next farm is ready to go to the 
dance, or to plow in the field in sum- 
mer till dark and then send him home 
to milk ten or fifteen cows by the light 
of a lantern, I think he is expecting a 


little too much, and it is no wonder 
that the hired man gets out of tem- 
per once in a while and handles the

Producing Dairy Cows. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

If dairymen would depend upon 
raising their dairy animals themselves 
the result would be much more satis- 
factory, as a rule, than to buy from 
stockmen or speculators in a haphaz- 
ard way any “pick-ups” that are of- 
fered. In order to begin right in 
rearing our own dairy stock, calves 
should be selected whose granddams 
on both sides had a good record at the 
pail or churn; then there will be a 
reasonable hope that the calf will! 
evolve into a profitable member of the 
dairy. If we are in the dairy business 
for milk, then the attention is drawn 
toward the animal which will turn her 
food and energies into furnishing an 
abundance of milk; but if the aim of 
the dairyman be cream or butter, he 
does not care whether the amount of 
milk be large or small, so it yields a 
proper amount of butter fat. But, if 
the dairyman deems the rearing of 
calves only as a “side issue,” and, as 
a result gives only indifferent treat- 
ment, he would just as well buy his 
cows; for a stunted calf is a pitiable 
object, and will never fulfill its destiny, 
no matter what its after treatment 
may be. Extravagance in the feeding 
of the calf is pardonable—parsimoni- 
ousness, never. Extravagant feeding 
—it would be so called by many— 
means milk fresh from the mother 
cow, or new milk for at least three 
weeks after the birth of the calf, and 
the calf that is not worth what new 
milk it can consume during the first 
few weeks of its life is not worth the 
rearing. Let me emphasize, that the 
first weeks of the calf’s existence de- 
termine its value later on. 

I advocate letting the calf remain 
with its mother for a day or two, not 
from any sentiment I may have on 
the subject, although I confess to a 
feeling of pity when the cow’s ma- 
ternal instinct is ignored and the off- 
spring is removed from her sight as 
soon as born, but I believe it tends 
toward the betterment of both the cow 
and calf. besides being more natural. 
When the calf is removed from the 
mother, be it sooner or later, if the 
season be cool, then a stall should be 
given which insures light, is clean, 
and last, but not least, is warm. 
The new-born animal, whether of high 
or low degree, is a “creation of 
warmth.” We all know that nothing 
(that is, no natural agent), is so ex- 
haustive of vitality as cold, herefore 
the stall of the calf should provide 
warmth. 

The food of the calf should be of 
the same temperature as the blood of 
its mother upon which it was nour- 
ished until its birth—blood-warm 
New milk is richer than blood, at 
least, the milk from a good cow is, so 
it is best to dilute the new milk with 
water to a reasonable extent. The 
food of a calf in a state of nature, un- 
til it is old enough to ruminate, is 
milk, of course; not hay-tea, sloppy 
messes of meal, etc., mixed with it. 
Solid food is not fit for the stomach 
of the young calf. At a reasonable 
age sweet skim-milk may be_ substi- 
tuted for new milk, gradually— the 
weaning process should always be a 
gradual one. Later on, corn meal may 
be added, leading up later on to corn 
silage, clover hay, etc. 

The decline in dairy profits can be 


traced to keeping unprofitable cows. 
Guess work has been the cause of 
more failures in dairying than any 


other one thing, and aimost in no 
kind of business is it more necessary 
to be accurate. The amount of butter 
fat per day which each individual of 
the dairy herd yields ought to be 
known by the owner of such herd. If 
the Babcock test cannot be applied, 
then make a home made test, thus: 
Keep the milk from each cow separate 
ard weigh the butter when churned. 
This test, applied once a month, will 


give the value of the cow in butter 
fats. In making tests of the milk 
from each cow separately, surprises 


will be in store, doubtless, unless you 
have an exceptionally fine herd. The 
cow which you considered the “leader” 
of the herd will most likely be found 
anything except a “leader” in yield of 
butter fat, while the cow of most un- 
promising appearance proves to be the 
best cow of the herd. This has hap- 
pened in many cases. Many dairymen 
are looing through “blue glasses” now 
which would not have been the case 
if they had not trusted to outward 
appearance, and instead made an ac-

One of the most interesting exhibits at 
the recent International Live Stock Expo- 
sition at Chicago was that of Messrs.

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Gasoline Engines and Grinders. 
To WaALLACcCES FARMER 

In reply to your Birmingham sub- 
scriber’s question as to whether it will 
pay to buy a gasoline engine and a 
feed grinder and do his own grinding, 
or keep on paying 5 cents per bushel 
for having feed ground, | will say that 
it pays for any farmer to have his own 
outfit. I have ground my own feed as 
well as for most of my neighbors dur- 
ing the past six years, using gasoline 
power. I have found that the cost of 
grinding mv own feed is about one 
cent per bushel, not including my own 
time. | grind all grain that is fed to 
horses, cattle and hogs. as well as 
poultry. I would soon discontinue this 
practice if I did not have my own 
machinery. 

It is not the price alone with which 
we have to reckon in having our grind 
ing done outside. We must inelude 
the time spent in hauling to and from 
the mill, as well as the toll taken by 
the miller, even though cash is paid 
for the work. and also the chance of re- 
ceiving our mea! from some one else's 
grain. I find that grinding grain in- 
creases its feeding value. makes it 
more convenient to feed. and the grind- 
ing can he done in inclement weather, 
or in spare moments. 

Inside our barn we have a twelve- 
horse power, portable gasoline engine, 
force-feed corn sheller, and grinding 
mill. so arranged that when ear corn 
is scooped into the sheller. an elevator 
carries it up into a sixtv-bushel bin 
directly over the mill, from which it 
can either he run into haes or through 
an elevator into a wagon box. We 
have a mill with ten-inch nlates, run- 
ning at abhont 1.990 revolutions ner 
minute. and can grind 200 bushels per 
day or more. 

I have used sweep and tread-horse 
powers, also steam power, but for all 
work on the farm. I prefer gasoline 
power. It is alwavs ready. is easily 
understood. is not dangerous, and it 
costs nothing when not in use. It is 
ridiculons to make comparison with 
the spasmodic windmill power for anv 
purpose, excent. nerhans, numning wo 
ter. when a large tank is used to tide 
over calm davs and sometimes weeks 

We use our engine for threshing, 
corn shelling. grinding, sawing wood, 
running an iron lathe, seed cleaner, 
grindstone. and for pnumning water 
with a triangle from a well located 200 
feet awav from the engine. and anvy- 
thing else we can think of hitching it 
to. For anv power purnose we think 
it as near pernetnal motion as any- 
thine we expect to have for some time 
to come.

Have a friction clutch pulley, but no 
lever outside of it. Have an indepen- 
dent ball governor, so that the speed 
can be varied at will while the engine 
is running. Have an adjustable elec- 
tric igniter, and set it to fire the 
charge after having passed center, to 
avoid starting backward. After start 
ing it, set it to fire the charge before 
center, a3 that will give the engine the 
greatest power. Always keep ignition 
or contact points clean. Have no tube 
igniter. They are dangerous. Have a 
large water jacket around the cylin 
der. You can thus cut down the size 
of the cooling tank about one-half, and 
the cylinder is more easily cleaned. 

Use 70 per cent gasoline—nothing 
less in winter, at least. Have a re- 
lieve valve on the cylinder. When 
starting, open that and turn the en. 
gine slowly forward twice over when 
it starts. Pay no attention to air 
pumps. or so-called self-starters. Thev 
soon leak. I ean start mv engine as 
ahove three or four times while the air 
pump is filled on self-starting engines, 
and T do it with less labor. 

There are two stvles of engines, four 
eyele and two cycle. On one the gov- 
ernor is called “hit and miss,” and 
holds the exhaust valve open to pre- 
vent a new charge of gasoline being 
drawn into the evlinder till needed. 
The other stvle of governor acts on 
the fuel valve, and proportions the size 
of the charge or amount of gasoline. 
This stvle is preferahle where a nper- 
fectly steady sneed is required whether 
the engine runs fast or slow, but is 
not as positive in feeding, and uses 
more gasoline, T find. I have used both 
kinds. and prefer the “hit and miss” 
stvle of governor. The inside of differ- 
ent makes of engines is almost the 
same. but the outside trimmings are 
all different. Buv the one that has the 
fewest parts outside

Acclimating lowa Corn in Missouri. 
To Wartacrs’ FARMER: 

Upon reading vou article on “How 
to Arclima‘e Corn.” in the January 23d 
issve. T was forcibly reminded of an 
experience just the opposite of what 
you outline. namely. the bringing of 
seed corn from a distance north. In 
1875 the hoppers literally stripped the 
fields of western Missouri of all green 
vegetation after the corn crop was all 
planted, much of it worked over the 
second time, and remaining until near 
the first of June. Coming after the 
very dry year of 1874, this left the 
farmers without seed corn to replant 
their fields. The writer was chosen at 
a mass meeting to go to Iowa (the 
Egypt at that time), to obtain seed 
for use in Henry county: (southwest 
Missouri). Among the supplies, a 
a quantitv of what was then common- 
ly called 90-day corn was obtained. A 
neighbor of the writer obtained a bush- 
el of it and planted it on good land. but 
it did not develop as good as the seed, 
but made good growth of the stalk. He 
was painstaking and selected the best 
each year for eleven years in succes- 
sion, in which time the whole plant, 
including the grain, increased greatly 
in size. The cob and ear almost dou- 
bled in size and length. many ears 
coming to twelve and fourteen inches 
in leneth, the only resemblance to the 
original heing in the shape and color 
of the grain. The seed was obtained 
near Ottumwa, sav about 150 miles 
distant. thus sustaining your ideas as 
to resemblance to the original ard the 
time it wonld likelv take to pronerly 
veclimate corn from either north or 
south.

Budded and Grafted Trees. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 
A Jackson county, Iowa, correspond- 


ent writes: 

“A tree agent that canvassed this 
vicinity claims that apple trees that 
are budded are hardier and longer 
lived than those that are grafted. He 
has been getting 40 to 50 cents per 
tree on the strength of this claim, as 
he says it is a great deal harder and 
slower work to produce budded than 
grafted trees. Will you kindly let 
us know whether a budded’ tree is 
superior to a grafted one, and whether 
a whole root graft is superior to a 
piece root graft, and if so, why.” 

‘The whole-root grafted and budded 
trees may be considered of about 
equal hardiness in this state. The 
root system of the budded and whole 
root grafted tree is entirely that of the 
stock on which the variety is worked. 
There may be a few instances where 
roots are formed above the point of 
union when trees are’ transplanted 
deep while young, but such would be 
an exception and not the emt ex- 
perience of the growers planting them. 
If the stock used Was as oni as the

variety worked on it, there would be. 


no objection to such trees, when the 
othe requirements of the roots were 
equal to the demands of the variety 
worked on it 

Unfortunately, however, many of the 
seedling stocks are not hardy, and that 
is the reason why budded or whole- 
root grafted trees are not so desirable 
to plant in this state as trees grown 
on their own root or roots of equal

Swelied Face in Chickens. 

A subscriber writes: 

“Will some reader of Wallaces’ Farm- 
er please give a remedy for sick chick- 
ens? We have always kept them in 
the same house, but they have never 
died. Their eyes swell shut, and they 
lay and gape as if their lungs were 
filled up. We have always given them 
dish water. Perhaps that has some- 
thing to do with it.” 

The symptoms are of swelled face, 
a preliminary to roup unless steps are 
taken to prevent, and it is caused by 
draughts in the hen house, or by over- 
crowding and steaming at night, fol- 
lowed by chill when exposed to the 
morning air as the chickens separate 
for the day, damp and warm. Treat 
the swelling with an ointment made of 
a tablespoonful of vaseline and a tea- 
spoon of any good strong liniment. A 
pinch of alum in a spoonful of glycer- 
in is good to give for the heavy 
breathing and rattling in the throat. 
Remove all ailing birds from the flock, 
and give sick and well a feed of grain 
soaked in kerosene, or give a teaspoon 
of tincture of iron ta the quart of 
water to the flock. The object is to 
give a mild tonic which will tend to 
brace up any drooping fowls and pre- 
vent illness. The house must, however, 
be made free from draughts. 

The dishwater is not the cause of 
this disorder, but we would rather give 
it to the hogs, and give the chickens 
water as pure as we would drink it 
ourselves. It is best to warm the wa- 
ter in winter if possible, and that the 
chickens appreciate it is proven by the 
increase in egg yield when this is done. 





A Difference of Opinion. 


There seems to be a general preju- 
dice against keeping ducks on a farm 
with chickens, and while we share 
that prejudice to a certain extent, yet 
if one can have a special yard for the 
ducks, and keep them away from the 
well, there is undoubtedly little an- 
noyance and a good profit in them 
if the market demands and will pay 
well for the green ducks. Since we 
have from time to time _ inquiries 
about ducks, we like to keep posted 
on what the duck breeders are doing, 
and noticed recently that when it 
comes to the picking of ducks for the 
feathers that there is a difference of 
opinion as to whether or not the 
greatest profit lies in picking. Mrs 
Jessie Babcock in the American Poul- 
try Journal says 

“First drive the ducks into a small 
pen or house, where they can be eas- 
ily caught. About the handiest ar- 
ticle to have around is a lively boy, 
who can bring you a fresh duck and 
carry off your picked one as fast as 
necessary. Then settle yourself in a 
gorner of the hen house, where the 
wind does not blow, with qa big apron, 
a chair and a good sized box or keg 
for your feathers at your right, and 
a smaller one for your down, if you 
keep them separate. Now you are 
ready for your ducks—if they are 
ready for you. To ascertain that pull 
out a few of the small feathers from 
different parts of the body. If the 
end of the stem is fine pointed and 
hard, with no liquid mater oozing out 
the feathers are “ripe,” and will soon 
fall out of their own accord, but if 
end is filled with a colorless or bloody 
matter the ducks may go in peace for 
another week or two. 

“When the duck is readv lay it 
across your lap, tuck its head under 
your left arm, holding it firmly with
